WINNIPEG. Nov. 28—Lieutenant 
Colonel R. H. Webb, hotel manager, 


is to be mayor of Winnipeg for 
1926 Today he was elected by a 
majority of about 4,740 over 8. J. 


Farmer, Winnipes's Labor mayor for 
the past two years. Webb's vote was 
21,970 and Farmer's 17,230. Mayor 
Farmer, an accountant, ran as the 


official candidate of the Independert 
Labor Party. 
Has Great Record. 

Colonel Webb, the first Canadian 
officer to be decorated in the war, 
came home with the medals of the 
D.8-0., the M.C., the Corix De Guerre 
and he had been six times mentioned 
in déspatches. He was made com- 
mander of the 47th Battalion in 
December, 1917, and in March of the 
following year he lost a leg at Oppy 
Wood Yor ten years before the 
war Colonel Webb had been ngaged 
in manufacturing and lumboring in 
Ontario and British Columbia, In the 


fall of 1919 he returned to Canada 
and undertook ‘the re-organization 
of u large hotel in Montreal. Twenty 
months ago he came to Winnipeg 


and undertook a similar task. Since 
coming to this city he had been en- 
gaged in various public movements, 
such as the improvement of the Jef- 
ferson highway to the international 
coundary, the re-establishment of 
the Winnipeg exhibition, the com- 
pletion of the Hudson Bay railway, 
and the development of tourist end 
convention business. 
Served Two Years. 

Mayor Farmer, having served two 

years in office, met the customary 


objection to a longer term in the 
chief magistrate's chair.
